•HT There U a fearful responsibility riitinn 
upon those who havo cuimnimled the military 
department of the unfortunate State of Missouri. 
l*rom the beginning until now it has been noth- 
ing but a series of repeated military blunders. 
Although having the most energetic and able 
men, like Lyon, Sigel, Mulligan, &c., in the field, 
every advantage gained by them has been lost 
by the failure of the commanding powers to send 
enough troops to follow up the enemy. At Car- 
thage, Sigel had to retreat after whipping the 
rebels for this reason; at Springfield Lyon gave 
himself a sacrifice on the altar of bis country, 
and Sigel had to go back 120 miles not to be cut 
off by an enemy three times LU strength. And 
does it not strike every sane man that Lexing- 
ton has come in possession of the enemy through 
the same caust? It is very well f.»r military men 
to say that the possession of Lexington is of no 
advantage to Gen. Price, but what encourage- 
ment does It give to our raer? Will they go 
cheerfully to meet the enemy, having to doubt 
whether they will get help from headquarters in 
the hour of need? On the 30th of August there 
were 39,000 or so troops encamped at the St. 
Louis Fair grounds; were they needed for the 
protection of 8t. Louia, when no enemy threaten - 
ed? Why not send Col. Mulligan 6,000 more; 
he could have then had a chance to fight Price 
one to four without having his assent. What u-e 
to fortify St. Louis when no enemy Is near? Why 
not send all troops, who have been pouring into 
the city to meet the enemy, arrest his pr* grees, 
and drive him from the State? There is no doubt 
but, had Gens. Lyon and Sigel had an equal force 
to McCullough and Price at Springfield, Missouri 
would not be to-iL-y the field of operation of a 
single rebel General; ail would have been driven 
into Arkansas that day. 

The same plan of operations could be pursued 
here, by the General commanding keeping all 
the troops at LouisvilU to fortify the city, and 
sending Gen. Rousseau and the Home Gaurds to 
meet Buckner's force. But thank God, you men 
of Kentucky, that you have a man to lead you 
who will not wait for the enemy to come near 
you, but will do all in his power to drive him 
back. 

As said before, there is a responsibility resting 
upon seme one, and we hope the Government will 
take this matter into consideration and UnJ out 
where to locate it.

GEXTLr.MKN: Tuesday last, about 10 A. M., 
two trains landed here from Tennessee with Gen. 
Buckner’s invadine army — eleven recinient9, 
numbering abont 6,500 men, with two 12-pound 
cannon and abont twenty 6 pounders, all brass 
and smooth bore. This fresh arrival was a per 
feet rabble, real greasers, without provisions 
and starving. The tame night a train left for 
Green river bridge, where they stationed 1.000 
men. Since that time trains have continued to 
arrive, and, according to the best calculation I 
can make, they have now on the railroad line (to 
which they are conflned, having no wagons to 
transport camps or provisions, if they have such 
delicacies) about 12 000 men. 400 of shorn are 
well mounted cavalry, armed with cutlasses and 
double barrelled guns, and about thirtv 6 pound- 
ers and two 12 pounders, brass smooth- bored 
cmnon. Tbe arms of the infantry are old flint- 
lock musketa and bayonets, a few with percusdon 
locks, and many old country-made Ken'ocky ri 
flog. They got ninety State Gu*rd guns here and 
one 6 pounder fr<*tn < or Captain Edwards, who 
servtd in Mexico with credit, but now surren- 
ders to greasers without firing a gun. These last 
are all tbe good arms there are In tbe invadiDg 
army. 

To-day Gen. Buckner sent back to Nashville a 
train of soldiers, a rumor prevailing that there 
was a mutiny there or the ritirens were panic 
struck, hearing Lincoln's gunboats were near 
CUtkiville and intended to virit them; ar d ro 
doubt two goud boate ami 2,000 soldiers could 
have taken both places with ease. All the ru- 
mors aod news we get now is from the enemy, 
ard there is no end to them. It is clear that they 
started before they were ready, and have brought 
up locomotives and trains of care from Chatanoo 
ga sufficient, with those they have stolen here 
and those stolen heretofore at Nashville, to have 
ready at every plice where there are troope *ta- 
tioned a train* for their exclusive use, expec 1 ing 
to cut dirt and leave on better ti ne than they 
came. Brigadier General Buckner issued a pro- 
clamation and an address to our citir-ns. both of 
which appear to be suppressed — a copy now can 
not be had. I desired to send you a copy; you 
lose nothing, however; thev grade below his crony 
aud prototype Magoffin for egotism, frivolity, and 
hypocrisy. Verily this Is tbe reign of terror; every 
day witnesses charges of cavalry and tiles of 
armed soldiers in all the street*, and sentinels at 
the corners of the streets, and pickets at all road< 
leading from the city. We have got or tre now- 
getting our rights with a vengeance. I never 
knew what rights tbe seceshers were after. I 
now find out it is tbe right to imprisun a whole 
community, abrogate statute law, stop tbe free 
use of the tongue, override men that think 
different from tbeniselvee. Stop mails and free 
travel, and in place of freedom a • heretofore of 
all meo, enslaving the many to the dictum of a 
few usurpers. Many of our citizens have left 
with their families, preferring to live in a manger 
to tbeir own happy homes, under such a rule, and 
the administration of such rights. 1 only Intend 
ed to give yon a sketch of onr case, and must beg 
to be excused for anv irrelevant remark , ana 
will close by saying tfcat the news to-day k not 
agreeable at headquarters. There is undoubtedly 
much disturbance and fluttering, as tbe great 
Gen. Buckner, Cols. Hanson, Blant Duncan, Ac., 
have been bu*y changing tbeir plans and camps, 
Ac , all evening. I have heard it said that they 
have news of Rousseau’s being within 2 railee of 
Elizabethtown, and they fear him more than they 
do six Devils. Oq$ of tbeir pew plans Is to for- 
tify Baker’s Hill, about a milt and a half from 
tXJWD,

Both houses met and adjourned this morning to 
enable the members to attend religious services 
app dnted for this day of fasting, humiliation, 
and prayer, under the preelamation of President 
Lincoln. 

The Committee on Education have before them 
a bill reported by Mr. Harrison Taj lor, provid- 
ing that the two-cent school tar, as provided in 
eec r ion 1, article 1, chapter 83, of the Revised 
Statutes, be suspended for the years 1862 and 
1863, and also the additional three cent school 
tax under the act of February 6, 1866. 

Tbe military bill, as It parsed both houses yes- 
terday, is as follows; 

S»*c. 1. He it enacted by the General Assembly 
of ih*. Commomoealth of Kentucky. That as the 
soil of the 8 ate of Kentuoky hat been invaded 
by armed forow, acting under the authority of 
tho so-called Confolerftte .States, therefore, for 
the purpose of repelling said invarion, the Gov- 
ernor of the State of Kentucky is hereby dirte'ed 
to issue bis proclamation calling cut r.ot las* 
than forty thousand soldiers, residents and citi- 
zens of Ken’ucky, between he ages of eighteen 
and forty five years, to be mustered into tbe ser- 
vice of this Commonwealth for any term of ser- 
vice not less than twelve months nor more than 
three years from the time they were muitered 
into service, unle s sooner d.scbargal. 

Sec. 2. That the Governor be, and he is here- 
by, authorized, in order to raise said force, to ac- 
cept of the service* of any volunteer companies 
who shall, within three months from the date of 
his pnclamation, tender their service*; and he 
shall commission for that purpose all officers dulv 
elected by the companies aforesaid, necessary atd 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

Sec 8 That all volunteer officers, non commis- 
sioned officer*, mudeisns, aid privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted under the 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered into 
service at such places of rend** von* In tbe Con- 
gresaionel District in which they shall volunteer 
as the General in the field shall appoint, by his 
order; and when so mustered into service, shall 
toe then and there entitled to receive in advance 
one month’s pay, to be taken aud considered as 
p*rt of tbeir pay. 

Soc. 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
zed, as provided for by this act, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
th* General commanding the State forces in the 
field. 

&»c. 6. That the Governor be also authorized 
to *< cept the services of fifteen hundred men in 
addition to the fori v thousand men provided for 
bv this sc', one thousand to be used us sharp 
*fioot*rs and scouts, and five hundred to be u«ed 
as horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their 
own horeef; Prodded. That no persou shall be 
accepted in this arm of the service unle** bis skill 
and ci*p icily have been tered by the G neral in 
command, or such officer a* he may detail for that 
purpos-: And provided alto, That such ptraoMS 
sh *11 receive five dollar* par month of extra pay. 

Sec. 6. That each horseman for the nervice of 
his bora* shall r-celve five dollars per mon'b; and 
in case bis horse is kill * a by the enerav, he rfhall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty d >llars. 

Sec. 7. That the commander in the field may 
organize individual who tender themselves into 
companies, and such crimp inies as may tender 
'hemselve* into fq-tadrons, battalion*, and regi- 
ments, aud permit them to ehet their officer*, 
who shill, when so elected, be commission d by 
i he Governor on the certificate of iba General 
commanding. 

Sec. 8. That the Governor Is authorize \ to ac- 
cept services of rq mdrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by tbe t-quadrons, bat- 
talion*, and regiments so organized; tbe election 
of officers by any company, battalion, fqu idron, 
or regimen’ shall be *uf»erintended and conducted 
by any Justice « f the pe^ce or judge of t^e county | ;

sucb Justice or judge shall certify to tbe Military

That tbe commanding General shall be 
entitled to appoint aod employ such staff c flic a re, 
and with such rank, as the In^p'Ctor General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section cf tbe 
3d article of the r.c , entitled, “An act for the 
batter o r ganiz*tion of tbe Kentucky militia,” 
approv'd March 5, I860; and he shall have the 
authority conferred on said Inspector General by 
the 10th” llih, and 12th sections of said article of 
said act. 

Sec. 10 Tbe troop* raised under this act shall 
be organized into fqu^drons, battalions, regi- 
ments, brig;.d j*, and divisions, and have the 
«ame number of officers for each rquadron, bat- 
talion, regiment, brlgtde, and division as are al- 
lowed in the army of the United States, and shall 
receive the same pay and rations as ate allowed 
the troops of the United S'aten of the same rank 
and grade. When brigade* and divisions are 
formed out of ths troop* so raised, they shall be 
otficered according to exia'ing laws.

It cannot fail to kindle an elec- 
tric lire that will burn and flash and corruscatc 
like the lightnings of heaven throughout al 
our borders. 

Let every Union man, into whose hands this 
address may fall, read it in the most impres- 
sive manner to all of his Union neighbors. 
Let hi in read it to his disloyal neighbors also, 
liven upon them its patriotic and stirring ap- 
j»eals inay not be lost. It may awaken “the 
late remorse” of love of country in their 
souls and prompt them to do their duty in this 
fearf ul crisis of our national aft'airs. 



fcST Very different influences seem to have 
been at workiti different portions of Kentucky, 
la some counties the Confederate invasion has 
evidently aroused the whole people to wrath 
and indignation. Almost without distinction 
of parties, they appear resolved to redeem the 
honor of their State by rising up as one man 
and driving the invader from her soil. They 
are grasping their arms, giving their banners 
to the brcc/.e, and asking to be led instantly to 
the conflict. They fain would not eat or drink 
1 11 the name of Kentucky be freed from the 
deep stain that is upon it. In a few other 
counties, however, the people arc divided into 
two classes, the loyal men and the traitors, 
and even those who are loyal or profess to be 
so make a greater show of words than deeds. 
They condemn the invasion, but do not come 
forward and offer their aid in repelling it. 
They may intend to fight by and by, hut they 
arc slow. They are in a slumber or a paraly- 
sis or a stupefaction. Their blood is stagnant 
in their veins. They may be patiently waiting 
for a 6iij>crintending l’rovidchcc to infuse some 
little sign of life into them. 

Wc hate to talk of tho inertness of a j»or- 
tion of the people of Kentucky at this time 
lo6t our words of condemnation should be un- 
derstood both at home and abroad as havirg 
a far more extensive application than we have 
any thought of giving them. But there are 
thousands who deservo to be rebuked, thou- 
sands who arc folding their arms whilst they 
should he grasping ffte arms of warfare. Such, 
if they persist in their inglorious inaction, are 
destined to be a shame to their ancestry, to 
themselves, and to their posterity. They may 
expect that their sons and daughters at no dis- 
tant day will got their names changed by le- 
gal enactment to hide the disgrace of their 
parentage. He who will not fight for Ken- 
tucky when the invader’s insolent foot is upon 
her fair form ought to be banished forever from 
all human intercourse. If he has the shaj>c 
of a man, his shape shamefully flatters and be- 
lies him. 

We all hail with joy and admiration and 
gratitude the thousands of noble spirits that 
are coming from Indiana and Ohio and Illinois 
to the rescue of our invaded State. Side bv 
8 de with those patriotic thousands, our own 
patriotic thousands will stand, and all will 
share together the peril, the struggle, and the 
triumph. Rally, oh Kentuckians! lest in the 
defence of your own soil, your warriors be out- 
numbered by your warrior- brethren from the 
neighboring States! 

GT In many quarters of Kentucky wc learn 
the impression amongst loyal men is that at 
present they cannot without imperilling their 
families leave homo to engage in the regular 
defence of the State. Doubtless this impres- 
sion prevails more or less extemively; but we 
are convinced that in nearly every instance 
tho impression is erroneous. If we arc 
right in our conviction, the impression cannot 
be too quickly dismissed; for, so long as it ex- 
ists and as far as it extends, it paralyzes seri- 
ously the military arm of the State. A few 
plain reflections will show that we arc right in 
our conviction. 

Generally speaking, wherever the secession- 
ists are comparatively weak in number, they 
are subdued in temper, and indisposed as well 
as powerless to ravage the neighboring country. 
Moreover, this orderly inclination is confirmed 
and augmented by the customary withdrawal 
of the more desperate and ruffianly among> t 
them to the ranks of the invader. In such 
quarters of the State, accordingly, there is no 
danger from marauding secessionists; ami 
loyal men, at liberty in other respects to vol- 
unteer, of course need not stay at homo to 
protect their families. On the other hand, 
wherever the secessionists are comparatively 
strong in number, and both able and willing to 
ravage the neighboring country, they can be 
opposed successfully or with good effect only 
by an organized force. The isolated oppo- 
sition of scattered Union men would serve 
only to exasperate tho fury of the marauders 
without in the least checking their ravages. 
Opposition of this sort would be worso than 
nothing; defencelessncss itself is a better guard 
than a defender who aggravates without the 
power to protect. Although, therefore, there 
may be danger from marauding secessionists in 
such quarters of the State, loyal men can meet 
and overcome the danger only by rallying 
promptly under the lead of Anderson and of 
Crittenden. The hope of the State is now in 
its military defenders, and he who would pro- 
tect effectually his family and home should 
rush at once to the side of these defenders. 
Loyal men who in this crisis stay at 
home to defend their families against 
marauding secessionists either watch an 
imaginary foe or else increase the peril 
they would avert not merely by furnishing to 
the marauders the provocation of impotent re- 
sistance but by withholding from the State the 
might of timely and effectual aid; they stay at 
home to oppose a danger which docs not exist 
and so heighten the danger that does exist, or 
to oppose a danger which their separate oppo- 
s.tion hut swells whilst lessening the organized 
military strength of the State on which alone 
they can depend for safety. In either case 
they take the most effectual wav to imperil 
their families and neglect the most effectual 
way to protect them. 

The real danger which threatens the fami- 
lies and homes of Kentucky arises from the 
presence of the invader in the midst of us; and 
the true way of meeting and overcoming this 
danger is to drive out the invader from the 
midst of us. He is the only positive source of 
danger. His allies and sympathizers here will 
be relatively dormant and harmless as long as 
ho is held in check and will become altogether 
powerless for evil when he is expelled; but 
should ho unhappily win a victorious advance 
or make a victorious stand they might then 
spring up suddenly with formidable energy, 
la this event the danger would be serious, hut 
in no other. The danger arising from the se- 
cessiomsts in our borders is indirect and con- 
tingent, depending chiefly on the success of 
the invader; the danger arising from the inva- 
der is direct and absolute, bearing within its 



bosom the germ of all other dangers. The 
invader is a fire-ship wrapped in conflagration 
and grappled to our side; his partizans amongst 
us are but scattered combustibles exposed to 
ignition by the advancing flames. Shall wc, 
Kentuckians, stand tremblingly over these 
scattered combustibles with watering-pots, 
and leave the burning ship to pour into us un- 
obstructed its broadsides of blazing death? or, 
leaving these combustibles if ignited to be 
stamped out, shall we forthwith open vigor- 
ously with our largest engine* upon the deadly 
vessel, cast off its fatal grappling- hooks, and 
dr*ve it far out from our glorious crafi? Shall 
we immediately put forth our whole energies 
to drive the fire-ship from us, or, leaving it 
grappled to our side with the raging flames 
sweeping on in redoubled fury, shall wc con- 
tent ourselves with patiently sprinkling water 
over our scorching decks? They and only they 
who think it would be wise to do the latter 
may consistently stay at home to protect their 
families whilst the invader holds his desolating 
course in our borders. 

The Test of Female Heroism. — In the 
solemn hour of our country’s danger, it is not 
alone the rugged sex which has to make sac- 
rifices. The citizen soldier shows his devotion 
to his country by taking up arms for its de- 
fence, but the women have a high and noble 
duty to perform in stimulating us and sancti- 
fying us, as it * were, for the performance of 
that duty. Tne test of patriotism, which sev- 
ers husband from wife and son from mother, 
is, we know, a severe one; but where is the 
woman, who. at a time when the liberty which 
has elevated her to the highest place of respect, 
and the bulwark of the law which has 
protected her person from every violence, are 
alike threatened, by a worse than foreign 
enemy thundering at the very portals of our 
homes, would hesitate to bid husband or father, 
son or brother, go forth to battle with her 
blessing and armed for the contest with her 
approving and encourging smile? To tho 
young wife, we would say, better far is a 
widowhood of honor than a life-long union 
with a craven who would not defend his home; 
glorious the solemn garb which denotes your 
bereavement, when you can pay visits to the 
grave of your dead warrior- husband and over 
it mingle your tears in common with those of 
the mourning friends of our country. Now, 
women of America, is the time for lofty pa- 
triotism and generous self-abnegation; now is 
tho trying season for you to exhibit that sub- 
lime fortitude for which you have been distin- 
guished in all the past. Give up your jewels 
freely to your country, and give them with the 
holy balm of your blessing. Wives and moth- 
ers of Kentucky, violence is threatening you; ra- 
pine hovers darkling in the distance, and all the 
horrors of a civil war are impending over you. 
To save your lives, and, dearer far, your hon- 
ors, it is necessary that your husbands and sons 
should arm and go out to meet the foe. Cheer 
them in this trying hour, let no unnecessary 
pang be added to the partings which the stern 
reality of the times demands. Garland your 
loved ones with your farewell kisses, throw the 
shield of your prayer around them; nepe their 
arms when they give you their last embrace by 
saying to them, “Go where duty calls and God 
be with you,” and trust to the Almighty Ruler 
of the universe to restore them safely when 
white robed peace again spreads her angel 
wings over the land. As tho Knight of old 
received his spurs from his lady love and 
wore her colors in his helm swearing to 
carry them in the thickest of the foe, so, in 
these happier days of Christianizing influen- 
ces, let the mother’s blessing be invoked upon 
his head and the wife’s animating kiss nerve 
his heart for deeds of noblest daring, and, by 
God’s blessing, “conquer he must, for our 
cause it is just.” In the name of heaven let 
no wife’s fears unnerve the soldier’s arm and no 
mother’s alarms spread panic to the bosom 
of her warrior boy. Bid them go and God 
speed ! Bid them remember their homes, and 
strike the foe boldly but mercifully in the re- 
remembrance that they too have per b#* 
loved ones in some distant place, awaiting 
their return. Let them fight this war as 
Christian soldiers, “still as the breeze” when 
mercy pleads, but “dreadful as the storm’ 
when their avenging blows fall like hail upon 
the foe. Mothers and wives, in the holy sancti- 
ty of your homes, let your prayers ascend to 
the throne above for the protection of your 
loved oneh; but, when the hour of parting 
comes, remember the noble woman who ran 
her arm within the bolt of a door to serve as a 
bar to aid the escape of her honored lord, and, 
though the pressure bo hard and agonizing, 
bear it in the spirit of martyrs, and, if a tear 
should dim the eye, let it be illumined by a 
smile of hope. 



f$**The secession organs of Kentucky com- 
plain, that, in some parts of the United States, 
“the freedom of speech and the press is taken 
away in spite of the guaranties of the Consti- 
tution.” Certainly there is no part of the 
United States or of the world where there ii 
loss freedom of speech and of the press than in 
the Southern Confederacy. Let an Elitor in 
that Confederacy write against his Government 
as even the mildest of the secession Editors in 
this State write against the U. S. Govern- 
ment, and neither his press nor himself could 
live a day. A howling mob wonld scatter his 
printing materials through the streets and tear 
him limb from limb. This is so well under- 
stood, that, among all the thousand brave 
Union men in the South, not ono is bold 
enough to risk the experiment. And there is 
a* little freedom in talking as in publishing. 
We have heard, and unquestionably hundreds 
of our fellow-citizens have heard, scores of 
men from the South say that it would cost 
them their liberty if not their lives to speak an 
audible word there in tavor of the Union or 
against secession. In fact, judicial tribunals 
havo decided all over the South that writing or 
speaking for the Union or its restoration is 
treason within the meaning and intent of the 
Southern Constitution, and, as such, punisha- 
ble with death. 

I'eople can live quietly in the United States 
as private citizens without taking any oath of 
allegiance to the United States Government, 
but the man who dares to undertake to sojourn 
in the South without swearing an oath of alle- 
giuoce to the Southern Government is by law 
treated as an alien enemy; he lose^iis personal 
liberty, and all his possessions are confiscated. 
Our secession organs tell us that they arc for 
“soul- liberty,” but, in the Confederacy which 
is their model of earthly Governments, there 
is neither soul-liberty nor body-liberty. It if 
the most crushing, relentless, remorseless 
despotism now known upon the face of the 
earth. Thousands of good and true citizens, 
charged with no crime except that of being of 
Northern or foreign birth or perhaps the crime 
of silence on the subject of the Union and se- 
cession, have fled for their lives, leaving all 
their property behind them, and thousands of 
others have been pulled from railroad cars and 
otherwise arrested in a vain and desperate 
effort to escape. Yet our secession organs 
complain that there is no liberty of speech and 
of the press in the United States and would 
have us go in search of such liberty into the 
Southern Confederacy! What wretched mock- 
ers they are! 

The Lincoln County Meeting. — Read 
the proceedings of “a meeting of the people of 
Lincoln county irrespective of party.'’ If the 
glorious spirit that breathes in those pro- 
ceeding pervades onr State, how long can 
Gen. Buckner and his crowd breathe the at- 
mosphere of old Kentucky ! 

Wlf it is true that CoiTblulligan, when 
first summoned hy Gon. Price to surrender 
replied “go to hell," tho reply was certainlr 
very bighry reprehensible. It was a palpable 
interference with the operation of the writ of 
habeas corpus.

AFFAIRS ON THE LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE 
RAILROAD. 

Headquarters Roi sskau’s Brigade,) 
Near Klizabetown, Sept. 27. f 
Everything is <|uiet and promises to remaia so 
for some days at least. We feel the sudden 
change in the weather this morning very acutely. 
In the sudden advance which was necessary to 
prevent Buckner and his renegades from getting 
possession of Muldraugh’s Hill our tents were 
left behind at Lebanon Junction, and it has been 
impossible to get them up yet. We are now liv- 
ing in wigwams made of fence-rails set on end. 
Great exertions are being made to bring up sup- 
plies; but the lack of wagons is a great impedi- 
ment. However, the bridge across Rolling Fork 
will be completed in a very few days, and then 
trains can be run within a quarter of mile of the 
camp. The railroad track will have to be r< jnired 
in several places this side of the bridge. Rails 
have been loosened and ono or two entirely re- 
moved. What renders the matter more note- 
worthy is the fact that this damage has been 
done quite lately; showing that there are aiders 
and abetters of the enemy almost within our 
lines. A day or two since six hundred cavalry 
passed down near Lebanon, from Anderson and 
other counties above, on their way to join Buck- 
ner. On arriving near M unfords ville, they passed 
down in the direction of the turnpike bridge, and 
it is supposed, from various rumors, that they 
destroyed i*. Parties of rebels from Central 
Kentucky are constantly going over to Buckner. 
Stragglers from these parties are brought iDto 
camp almost every day by our scouts. 

The people of Louisville will be gratified to 
learn that when the division advances Col. Rous- 
seau will be placed in command of a brigade. Be- 
sides the Kentucky boys, an Ohio regiment has 
paid him the high compliment of asking to be 
attached to his brigade. 

The losition of the enemy at Green river is a 
very strong one, and it is not improbable that 
tney will bring up all their forces and make a 
strong stand there. The hill beyond Green river, 
rising to a considerable bight on the north side, 
falls off but a few feet on the other side, and 
then spreads away in a high plateen. Thus a 
formidable natural breastwork is formed, the 
brow of the hill protecting the enemy in a posi- 
tion from which he can command the passage of 
the river. Of course, it is useless to fire round 
shot against the side of a bill, and, ons< quently, 
when we get to Green river, we are likely to wit- 
ness the spectacle styled “shelling the rebels.” 

ADDRESS OF THE LEGISLATURE TO THE 
PEOPLE OF KENTUCKY. 

In this extraordinary crisis, we deem it a duty 
we, your representatives, owed to you and our- 
selves to say a faw words to you as to the condi- 
tion of the Commonwealth and the duties we 
have be«n called upon to perform. 

We have ardently desired peace, and hoped to 
save Kentucky from tho calamities of war. 
When the Federal authorities deemed it necessa- 
ry to employ f >rce in self-defence, and to execute 
the laws of the Government, we assured our 
Southern neighbors of our purpose not to take 
up arms voluntarily against them, notwithstand- 
ing their wicked attempt to destroy the Govern- 
ment, from which we and our fathers have re- 
ceived the greatest benefits. Every effort was 
in *de, both before and after the employment of 
force, to effect some compromise and settlement 
that wculJ restore tho Union and prevent the 
effusion of blood. 

The Federal Government did not insist upon 
our active aid in furnishing troops, seeming con- 
tent if we ol>ev6d the laws and executed them 
upon our so ; l. Those eng -ged in rebellion, how- 
ever, with hypocritical professions of friendship 
and retpect, planted camps of soldiers all along 
our southern border; seized, by military power, 
the stock on our railrea l within their reach, in 
defiance of chartered rights; impudently enlisted 
8 I tiers upon our soil for their camps, whom they 
ostentatiously marched through tbeir territory. 
They made constant raids into this State; robbed 
us of our property; insulted our people; seized 
some of our citizens, and cirried them away, as 
prisoners, into the Confederate States. Our mil- 
itary was demoralized by tho treachery of its 
chief ctficf r in commaud, and many of hi - subor- 
diates, until it became more an aim of the Con- 
federate States than a Guard of the State of Ken- 
tucky. Thus expesed to wrongs and indigoitits, 
withnopiwer prepared to prevent or resent 
them, some of the citizens of this State formed 
camps under the Federal Gov- rnment, for the de- 
fence and protection of the State of Kentucky. 
Whatever might have been thought of tho policy 
once, recent events havo proved that they were 
formed none too soon. 

In this condition we f >uod Kentuckv when the 
I-egialature met on the first Monday 'in Septem- 
ber. We still hoped to avoid war on our own soil. 
We were met by assurances from the President 
of the Confederate States that our position should 
be respected; but the ink was scarcely dry with 
w-hich the promise was written, when we wore 
startled by the news that iur soil was invaded, 
and towns in the southwest of our State occupied 
by Confederate armies. The Governor of Ten- 
nessee disavowed the act, and protested his inno- 
cence of it. His commissioners at Frank f ort pro- 
lesfed the same innocence of the admitted wrong; 
but our warnings to leave were only answered 
by another invasion in the southeast of the State, 
and a still more direct and deadly assault upon 
the very heart of the State bv wav of the Nash 
ville road. These sudden irruptions of such 
magnitude, skilfully directed, show that tho as- 
sault on Kentucky was preconcerted, prepared 
and intended long before. The excuses made for 
any of them but add insult to injury*. We shall 
not repeat them. They are but excuses for acts 
intended, without any excuse. 

The purpose is to remove the theatre of the war 
from the homes of those who wickedly originated 
it to those of Kentucky, and to involve this Stale 
in the rebellion This purpose appeared to be 
whII understood in the seceded States. They 
need the territory of Kentucky, and are deter- 
mined to hare it, if it must be by blood and con- 
quest. 

Thus forced into war, wo had no choice but to 
call on the strong arms and brave hearts of Ken- 
tuckv to expel the invader from our soil, and to 
Ctll for the aid of the Federal Government, as we 
had a right to do under the Federal Constitution. 

Our foes would dictate terms to a brave people 
upon which we can have peace. Wo are required 
to j »in them in their unwarranted rebellion, be- 
come accessory to their crimes, ami consent to 
sacrifice the last hope of permanently upholding 
republican institutions, or meet their invasi ns as 
it becomes Kentuckians. 

We believe we have done our duty to a chival- 
ric people, who have forborne long, but will nev- 
er fail, as a last resort, *> resent an injury a».d 
panish an insult. \V r e should h Id ourselves un- 
worthy to represent you, if we bed done le<s. The 
only error, we fear, is that we have not been as 
prompt, you may think, as tho occasion demand- 
ed. Thnce have the revolutionists spiraled to 
the ballot-box, in this State, and thrice have the 
people expressed, by overwhelming majorities, 
their determination to stand by tbeUrion and ils 
Government. They have not been active in this 
war, not from indifference, or want of loyalty, 
but in the hope of belter promoting a restoration 
of the Union, and checking the rebellion by that 
course Our hope of an amicable adjust men*, 
and a desire for peace, led us to forbear, until for- 
bearance has ceas*d to be a virtue. The attempt 
to destroy the Union of these States we believe to 
be a crime, not only against Kentucky? but 
against all mankind. But up to thist'iia^we 
have left to olbtM to vindicate, by arms, tHto in- 
tegrity of the Government. The Union is not 
onlv assailed now, but Kentucky is herself threat- 
ened with subjugation by a lawless usurpation. 
The invasion is carried on with a ru'hless destroc- 
tion of property, and tho lives and liberties of our 
people that belongs only to savage warfare. 

We have no choice but action— prompt and de- 
cided. Let us show the insolent invaders that 
Ken ii ky belongs to Kentuckians, and that 
Kentucky valor will vinnicate Kentu ky’s honor. 
\Y e were unprepared because unsuspecting. An 
insolent and treacherous invader tells fhe people 
that their legisla ors have netrayed them; and be 
comes with fire ai d sword to correct their error 
bv a • r isade a ;ainst property, liberty, and lif * 
louugmeit of Kentuckv, to arms! to protect 
the home of your fathers, mothers, and sisUrr. 
Sound the tocsin on every hill and in everv val- 
ley, until Kentucky shall drive the insolent ifi- 
vader from ltor soil.

Jackman, Alfred Alcorn, Thomas B. Montgomery 
and Thomas W. Napier, was appointed by the 
chair to report resolutions expressive of the sense 
of the meeting, who retired, and, after consulta- 
tion, reported the following resolutions, to wit: 

1. Resolved , That so long as there is a vestige 

of an invading foe on our soil wo will forget al 
former political difference of opinion and unite as 
one man in defence of each other, our families 
and our homes. ’ 

2. Resolved, That we pledge to each other, our 
country, and our God that we will expel from our 
belov.d S ate the invader of our soil or perish in 
the at tempt. 

3. Resolved, That we regard the invasion of 
Kentucky by Tennessee and the Confederate 
States as wanton, wicked, ard without pallia- 
tion. ai d we pledge cur property, lives, and sa- 
cred honor that we will wage an exterminating 
war on the invaders and all who mav aid them in 
their wicked and treasonable purposes until the 
last. invad«-r shall have left our State. 

L Resolved, That all good citizens of Lincoln 
county, however thev may differ in p< liticil opin- 
ions, should unite in protecting each other in 
their rights of property and liberty against un- 
lawful raids, mo p, and marauding bands or 
other evil di posed persons. 

All of which were unanimously adopted. 

It was also unanimously resolved that tho 
nbov*| proceedings be published in the Louisvil!o 
Journal and all other papers in Kentucky.

It was improper I 
to cast general insinuations upon the highly re- 
spectable gentlemen composing the ju licial branch 
of the Government, and the nianlv wav to meet 
the present exigency would be to impeach him.

quest ion of paying the federal sar tax imposed 
by Congress asked to be discharged from its con 
sideration, and gave th*ir reason for tbe request 
in a report which says that the tax wes levied in 
the exercise of an unquestionable constitutional 
power, and, whatever difference of opinion may 
exist in the minds of equally bone3t men as to 
the policy and propriety of Congress reso ting to 
the exerc’se of the power, the legal and Consti 
tutional question remains the same. In the opin- 
ion of the Committee, it is not in the power of 
the Legislature either to abrogate, enlarge, 
or limit any direct grants of power found 
in tbe National Constitution, nor can they 
by any constitutional act authorize the peo- 
ple of Kentucky to do eo, as long as Kentucky 
remains a constituent part of the United States 
Government. Such can only be done by' the 
modes presented by the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States and the modes proposed by the “leave" 
is not one of them. The committee have been 
unable to come to the conclusion that Congress 
has transcended any of Its powers in the imposi- 
tion of this tax, but, be this as it may, that ques- 
tion is one to be settled alone by the courts and 
cot by the Legislature. And the question may 
well be asked, has not the conduct of those 
who complain of this tax and that of those 
with whom they purpose to co-operate rendered 
the legislation imposing this tax necessary to 
protect the Union from the assault made upon 
it by the seceding States, whose armies are 
at this moment in sight of and beleaguering the 
National Capital, and threatening theexister.ee 
nod security of the national archives? And 
again, becauso Kentucky horself, notwithstand- 
ing all her persistent efforts to keep out of this 
unnatural war, is at this moment invaded by at 
least three separate columns of Confederate 
troops, a portion of her territory seized and un- 
justi fully held by them; her public works de- 
stroyed; hor towns sacked and burned; and her 
people harrassed, driven frou l heir homes, and 
borne of them slaughtered. For these deeds there 
is no justification or palliation, and inasmuch as 
this State is assaulted with a view to iU conquest, 
she has a right to the protection of the National 
Government, and all the loyal States and people, 
and will cheerfully meet her share of the costs 
necessary to defend ho soil, and the liberty of her 
citizens. 

This has been made necessary b\%no act of the 
majority of the people of Kentucky, but has be- 
come so by the unlawful and unjustifiable inva- 
sion of her soil by the nrmies of the sccedirg 
States, whose people we had never injured or in 
any manner designed to molest, and with whom 
we desired to live on terms of fraternity and 
peace, and would yet desire to so live if permitted 
to do so on honorable conditions. And lastly, it 
cannot be that Kentuckians will allow* sordid con- 
siderations to intervene when their loyalty to a 
Government, from which they have received so 
many blessings, is in danger; but were they 
be unmindful of their duty to honor and 
he memory of past blessings and allow such 
considerations to ontrol their action, there 
would be no need of speculation on this subject. 
The United States and the Confederate States have 
both levied taxes for the support of the existing 
war, and the contrast between the taxes levied 
by the two is great and striking. At the very 
lowest calculation, a citizen of the Confederate 
States must pay a war tax more than ten times 
as great as tho citizen of the United States. A 
change therefore of allegiance and political rela- 
tions would of necessity bring up -n the people of 
Kentucky a far greater weight of debt and taxa- 
tion than the assumption by the State of this 
tax, or it« payment by the people; and the Com- 
mittee congratulate the country, that, in this in- 
stance, it will be true that loyalty and economy 
are harmonious. The Committee were discharged 
from tbe consideration of the subject by a vote of 
to 10— one of the most glorious and decided 
expressions of the loyalty of Kentucky yet made 
by her glorious and loyal Legislature. 

Mr. Burn am from the Committee on Education 
to whom were referred a bill to suspend for two 
years the collection of the Common School tax, 
eported it back with the recommendation that it 
ought mh to pass. He defended the school sys- 
tem system with great ability as did Messrs. 
Rankin and Thomas, of Lewis, and the House 
showed its concurrence with the Committee by 
voting down the bill by 60 to 17. That is right. 
Let us hold on to our school system as loDg as 
possible, and let not tbe blast of war drown the 
happy hums of tbe school house. It will ba a sad 
necessity when Kentucky begins to economize by 
iepriving her children of the means of education. 

Mr. Huston, from a special committee to whom 
were referred the bill to repress rebellion, offered 
a substitute which provides that any citizen of 
the State who as a soldier or officer of an armed 
Confederate force shall invade the State to make 
war upon it shall be deemed guilty of felony and 
punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
from one to ten years. AI30, that whoever per- 
suades a person to enlist in tbe Confederate ser- 
ice, and such person does does enlist, shall be 
deemed guilty of misdemeanor and liable to fine 
not over £1,000. Mr. H. offered an amendment 
that whoever takes the official oath of tbe State 
and afterward* violates anv of tbe provisions of 
the bill or attempts to overthrow the government 
of the U. 8., or knowingly shill counsel others to 
do so, shall be deemed guilty of false swearing; 
that enlistment in tbe Confederate service or any 
other service to subver. the State or Ftdenq 
Government, shall be punished by from one to 
five years imprisonment, and each Circuit and 
Criminal Court shall have jurisdiction of the 
crime of treason when committed in the State. 
Mr. Huston said some d-ftarence of opinion existed 
in the Committee as to tiie right of tbe Legisla- 
ture to act upon the crime of treason against the 
United States Government, as Congress pos- 
sessed the power, but he argued at length to 
show that the right was not prohibited by the 
Federal Constitution, and was therefore reserved 
to the State. Mr. Underwood took an opposing 
view of the constitutional question and enforced 
the position that the legislation proposed by the 
iluston bill would make a person amenable to 
trial, b*>th by the State and Federal Government. 
Mr. Harney took issue against the proposed sub- 
stitute, on the ground that the Federal laws pro- 
vided for all the violations which are enumerated 
in tbe bill. Tbe section which makes a violation 
of the oath of office, false swearing, was rejected, 
49 to 31. The section against enlistment in the 
Confederate forces, making it a felony, was re- 
jected, 59 to 19. The section giving the Circuit 
Courts cognizance was withdrawn. The sections

HOSPITAL SUPPLIES. 

To the Editor* of the Louisville Journal: 

The patriotic ladies of the ciiy are preparing, 
under the direction of Dr. Flint and others, hos- 
pital supplies for the use of sick soldiers. These 
supplies seem to he intended for use prospectivelv, 
rather than immediately; yet they are greatly 
needed now. Dr. Flint ard tbe ladies are not 
aware that soldiers have been received into the 
U S. Marine Hospital since the 11th of July, 
and that there are now 109 under treatment 111 
that institution. S ill less do the ladies know 
that there is not a shee», not a pillowslip, not a 
shirt (either cotton or flannel), not a p air of draw- 
ers, not a towel, not a score of decent blankets 
for the use of the pick in the whole household 
Such is the state of things that Dr. Murray, 
the accomplished medical director of this depart- 
ment of the array, has been compil'd to purcha>e 
largely even of bedsteads and mattresses to ac- 
commodate the sick soldiers sent to the Marine 
Hospital. 

The condition of the Hospital has, of course, 
been made known to tbe Government, and the 
latter has ordered estimates for a thoiou^h refit- 
ting; but this refitting in to a large degree a work 
of “red tape," and therefore of time— and, in the 
meantime, soldiers and seaman alike are suffering. 

It is not known generally that the Marine Hos- 
pitals are connected more especially with tbe 
commerce or trade of the country. They are 
built with moneys contributed directly and solely 
by seamen, by men hr longing to tbe commercial 
marine; they are of right for the use of seaman 
exclusively, and, like the seaman, are under 
tbe direction and control of ihe Treasury De- 
partment. But soldier?, sick or well, belong 
to tbe department of war. Tbe reception 
of soldiers into Marine Hospitals is therefore al- 
together irregular; it is a conversion for the time, 
or rather, a porverrion of the seaman's fund to 
the use of foldiers. The seamen, however, are 
as loyal a clas- of men as can be found — loyalty, 
indeed, seems like an instinct with them; and if 
the matter were left to them they would freely 
give up their hospitals and whatever tbev con- 
tain to the needs of the Federal soldiers — just as 
they have voluntarily given tbemsrlves, in large 
numbers, to be converted from seamen iato sol- 
diers, and as such are now to be found on every 
battle-field of tbe nation.

Washington, Sept. 26. 
The steamer Delaware arrired at the Nav 
1 ard this noon with a body of marines from Phil 
adelphia. The captain reports that the battery 
at Free Stone Point was unmarked when he 
passed it this morning, the woods having been all 
cleared away, and that it opened upon him, firing 
about seven shots, none of which took effect. 
They were all good line shots, but fell short or 
went over. Two ju3t grazed his deck. Capt. 
Cannon says about fifty vessels passed the battery 
up and down, but none were tired at except the 
Delaware. 

From the disclosures of a rebel officer it i* 
ascertained that the batten' at Free Stone 
Point is commanded by H. J. Hartstein, formerly 
commander in the United States Navy, and that 
there are batteries on the Virginia side of the Po- 
tomae every two and a half miles from Occoquan 
to Mathias Point. The river is now considered by 
naval officers as effectually closed, and our Poto- 
mac fl >tilla is insufficient to clear it of the nu 
raerous batteries upon its banks. A land force is 
indispensably ntce.-oarv, and it is believed that 
within a few days, perhaps 0 few hours, the reb- 
el* will attempt to cross tbe Lower Potomac in 
Man 1 ind. They will meet with a warm recep- 
tion, hut it inay be necessary to strengthen our 
forces in that direction. 

A despatch to the Wor!d says that a flag of 
truce crosfed the Potomac at Edwards’s Ferry, 
on some trivial subject, but the sentinels discov- 
ered that one man in the boat was sounding tbe 
river. The rebels were placed under arrest. Yes- 
terday, a Lieutenant deserted from one of our 
regiments on the upper Potomac and went over 
to the rebels, giving them, it is supposed, full in- 
formation. 

A despatch to the Tribune says that Sherman’s 
expedition to the Southern coast will sail within 
three weeks at the furthest. Fifteen or twenty 
regiments will have tbe privilege of going to 
Charleston, as the principal officers in tbe com 
mand believe, or to Mobile or New Orleans, as 
others conjecture.

Cincinnati, Sept. 27. 

The 85th Ohio regiment took possession of Cyn- 
thiana, Ky., last night. The 14;h Ohio crossul 
the river this morning and took the Kentucky 
Central road for the interior. 

^ A physician of this city, just returned from the 
South, says that blockading squadrons have tak- 
en possession of Miarissippi City at the mouth of 
Pearl river on the coast of the Gulf of Mexico. 

It is a commanding position on the boundary line 
of Mississippi and Alabama, vassels from Mobile 
Bay having to pass by it through Ship loland 
Harbor and Lake Borgne on tbe Lake Poncbar- 
train route to New Orleans. Od the day this 
gentleman left Nashville, it was reported there 
that the blockading squadron had taken posses- 
sion of all important points on the Texas coast. 

Cairo, Sept. 26. 

A special to the Chicago Times says: Captain 
Stewart’s cavalry of seventy- five men to-dav en- 
countered forty secession cavalry at Lucas Bend, 
whom they pursued into Jeff Thompson’s camp at 
Belmont. Four secessionists were killed and 
many wounded — the remainder escaped. Our 
troops captured all the guns and pistols they 
could bring away with them. No Fvderals were 
injured. 

The report of the rebels crossing below last 
night originated from their gunboat Jeff Davis 
landing one and a half miles below Norfolk to 
reconnoitre. 

Thompson's force is 2,500 men. 

Washington, Sept. 27. 

The steamer Yankee arrived at the Navy Yard 
to-day wi hout being molested by the rebel bat- 
tery at Freestone Point, which is about twenty- 
five miles below Washington. The battery is 
represented as bein^ a large one, with the rebel 
flag prominently flying. It. h thought by officers 
attached to the Potomac fl dilla that there are 
other forts or batteries between Freestone Point 
and Acquia Creek that are as yet concealed by 
the trees, which are thick along the shore. 

Boston, Sept. 27. 

The United States steamer Mohican, Comman- 
der Goldman, from St. Paul, has arrived at this 
post. All well. 

Ai'kaiks in Richmond. — A gentleman who 
left Richmond, Y&., a week ago last Wednesday, 
informs the Citciunati Gazette that there are n« t 
more than five thousand troops, all told, in that 
city. A large nundier of Virginians and Missis- 
sippians had been sent to North Carolina. The 
Confederates distrust the loyalty of the North 
Carolinu troops, and it was concluded to keep 
them in Virginia. The Richmond Examiner of 
the 1-ltb contains the same report of the bat- 
tle at Carnifex’s Ferry that was pub- 
lished here, excluding only that portion 
relative to the precipitate flight of Ger. 
Floyd. The Examiner claims that, after all, 
the victory was substantially with Floyd. The 
intention of General Lee, it says, was to attack 
the Federal forces. Leather, tbe Examiner ar- 
gues, is not near so scarce as has been reported. 
There is, however, a scarcity of shoemakers, but 
all of the latter in tbe army are to be detached. 
The informant says provisions are very scarce in 
Richmond. Bacon was selling at thirty-five 
cents per pound. The principal supplies bad 
been procured through Kentucky. The Exami- 
ner contains a list of about one humltd aliens^ 
mostly from Eastern States, who bad taken the 

oath of alleg iance. 

Returned Home.— Judge Pryor, of Coving- 
ton, who was appointed by General Anderson on 
committee to visit the camp of Humprhrey 
Marshall for the purpose of warning him not to 
pproach our borders, returned to Covington on 
Tuesday morning. The Judge aon General Wm. 
O. Butler, of Carrollton, left Warsaw on Tues- 
day, and proceeded in a buggy to New Liberty, 
the supposed location of the encampment, but 
found upon their arrival there that Marshall and 
his followers had left and taken up a position, as 
was reported to them, at a point some fifteen 
inilee southeast from New Liberty, in wbat i« 
known as tbe Eagle Hills. The purport of the 
order sent by Gen. Anderson was that if he waa 
organizing a force with any hostile intentions 
against the State of Kentucky, he must disband 

sai l forces at once^ 

Gov. Magoffin — A correspondent of the Cin- 
cinnati Gazette asks if it “would not be good 
policy for the members of the Kentucky Legisla- 
ture to pass a resolution ordering B*riah Magoffin 
to issue a proclamation resigning the position he 
has so wantonly disgraced as Chief Magistrate it 
the State. And if he should veto it, as most as- 
suredly he would do— let it be promptly pissed 
over his head, as has been done lately! The 
Governor promises ‘to acquiesce in all measures 
constitutionally enacted by the Legislature.’ ” 

Release ok Three Prisoners from Fort 
Lafayette. — James W. Wall, of Burlington, 
N. J ; Geo. L. Bowne, of Cooperstown, N. Y , 
and Key West, Florida, and Pierce Butler, of 
Philadelphia, were released yesterday from their 
confinement at Fort Lafayette. 

Mr. Wall and Mr. Bowne took tbe following 
oath: , 

I do swear that I will support, protect, and de- 
feed the Constitution and Government of the 
United States against all enemies, whether do- 
mestic or foreign, and that 1 will bear true faith, 
allegiance and 1 yalty to the same, any ordinance, 
resol u ion. or law of any State Convention or 
Legislature to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And further, that I do this with a full determina- 
tion, pledge, and purpose, without any mental 

reservation or eva ion whatsoever. 

No oath was tendered to Mr. Butler, but he 
signed the following pit d<e: 

Be it known that I, Pierce Butler, have given 
mv solemn pledge that during the present 
troubles I will uo no act hostile to the Lnitect 
States, and will not visit South Carolina without 
a passport from the Secretary of State.

Whereas, It is represented to this meeting that, 
our city is in danger of an attack by the enemies 
of the Union; and, whereas, the honor of our 
country and the safety of our citizens xequirs 
that this city should he' properly fortified against 
the threatened approach of the rebels; and, 
whereas, the military control of our city and the 
snrr trading counfry is vested in a military com- 
mander in whom we have great confidence, but 
who has not now at his command funds necessary 
to make the requisite defences, therefore lie it — 
Res deed by the people here assembled. That the 
City Council of Cincinnati be, and tbe same is 
hereby requested to appropriate and place in tbe 
hands of General Mitchell, our military comman- 
der, such sums of money as may be required to 
pat the city in a proper state of defence, to be re- 
turned to the city by the United States Govern- 
ment. And he it further — 

Resolved, That Robert Buchanan, William S. 
Groe8beck, William Hooper, Larz Anderson, and 
John B. Warren be, and they are hereby aj - 
pointed a committee to confer from time to time 
with General Mitchell, the Governor of the State 
of Ohio, and the Mayor of Cincinnati, on all <o;ca- 
skns on which either of said authorities may re- 
quire the advice or assistance of said committee 
in the discharge of the duties of their respective 
offices.
